To the Editor. 
Much has been said, and more written, 
on the subject of the late decision of the 
supreme court in relation to the right to 
ship intoxicating liquors into Stites tha1 
have laws prohioitiug the same; 
aud 
this as we think, because there is a total 
misapprehension of the scope and effect 
of the decision upon the rights of the 
etates to absolutely control the disposi­ 
tion of such liquors when under the 
jurisdiction of the stato. 
The decision 
relates si I Ty to the right to ship as a 
commercial right, and goes no further. 
I t does not oontliot with the t ight of the 
state under its police power to prohibit 
or destroy this species of property alto­ 
gether; nor does this decision conflict 
with decisions of the supreme court of 
the United (States in regard to the right 
of 
the states to control this question, 
'(his decision simply relates to the right 
to ship, but the question as to what the 
states may do whenever the article comes 
within their limits, was finally decided 
by this same coart nearly forty years ago 
in the famous suits carried there from 
Massachusetts, Mew 
Hampshire aud 
libode Isiaud. To make a case the moat 
favorable, liquors iu original packages

pose are within the scope of stite au­ 
thority. 
All laws for the restraint or 
punishment of ct ime for the preserva­ 
tion of public peace, health, and morals* 
are from ti eir very nature of primary 
impoilance, and iie at the foundation of 
Bcoial existence. They are for the pro­ 
tection of life aud libeity, and necessa­ 
rily compel all laws of secondary impor­ 
tance, which rel6te only to property 
convenience or laxury t j recede when 
they oome in contact or collision. Stilus 
Populi supremo Lex. 
The [exigencies 
of the social compact require that snob 
laws be executed before and above all 
others. 
It is for this reason that quer­ 
ent ine laws which prefect public health, 
compel commercial regulations to sub­ 
mit to their control. 
They restrain the 
liberty of (aeseDgers, they operate on 
the ship which is tbejmstrument of com­ 
merce and its 
officers and crew, the 
agents of navigation. They seize the in­ 
fected cargo and cast it overboard. AH 
these things are done not from any power 
wbi^h the state assumes to regulate 
commerce or to interfere with the regu- 
lat one of congress but because police 
laws for the preservation cf healtb, the 
prevention cf crime and protection of 
piblio welfare mas* cf necessity have 
full scope and operation according to the 
exigency that regulates their interference- 
lf loss of revenue should accrue t ) the 
United States from a dimioished con­ 
sumption of ardent spirits, she will be 
the gainer a thousand fold in the health, 
wealth and happiness other people.” 
Thus all the judges conceded that the 
absolute control of the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing drinks is within the legitimate prov­ 
ence of the state.

Abraham Lincoln was a patentee. A 
patent was issued to Abraham Lincoln 
in 1846. 
It was issued for a device to 
enable a river boat to relievo itself 
from a sandbar whenever it should run 
aground on one. 
The model was certainly an ingen-» 
ious contrivance. 
Abe had evidently 
made his own model and propared his 
own papers. 
The device was a large bellows-like 
apparatus made of leather and iron, 
which would be attached to the bottom 
of the guards on either side of the 
river boat 
When not in use it was 
folded and formed part of tho guard. 
His idea was that when a boat was 
grounded the pilot, by pressing a but­ 
ton, could open air chambers, which 
in turn would inflate with air the ar­ 
rangement attached under the guards 
to an extent sufficient to raise the boat 
and allow it to be driven to deeper 
water. 
In his youth Abe was on tho rivers 
in Illinois to a considerable extent, 
and was familiar with all the incon­ 
veniences of river travel, and his in­ 
vention was the result o£ spending 
considerable time on a grounded boat 
on a sandbar.

The work of driving piles for the new 
railroad bridge is rapidly proceeding, 
Two steam pile drivers—one in the race 
and one in the river, are working con­ 
stantly with a full foroe cf meu. Au in­ 
terested crowd of spectators watch the 
work in both places. 
The first stroke Of 
the heavy hammer will send a pile about 
eighteen inches into the fiver bed. The 
distance will gradually decrease until 
about the twentieth stroke when no 
change will be seen, and a peculiar solid 
sound will be beard when the hammer 
strikes. Then the hammer will be blocked 
up at the top of the machine and the 
ropes hitched to a new pile and the op­ 
eration of driving re pea ted. 
The machine on the raca is differently 
constructed from that in the river. 
Tbe 
latter is set up o n D .C . Ward’s big scow 
boat and is poled along as the work pro­ 
ceeds. The one the race is mounted on 
a frame work cf timber, and is run along 
as the work proceeds, on iron rollers.
